HE British Governinent’s melancholy 

decision to evacuate all Britons 
from Abadan leaves the impression that 
Whitehall has capitulated in the oil 
dispute and that Dr Mossadegh has won 
all along the line. The latest decision - 
compares shamefully with — earlier 
“strong” statements made by the 
British Government to the effect that 
Britain would never abandon the 
Persian oil refineries; that Britons in 
that all 
steps necessary would be taken to pro- 


‘ tect the safety and interests of British 


-workers in Persia. It now transpires 
that these rallying declarations were 
nothing but bluff. As-Mr Churchill so 
witheringly. expressed it yesterday: “Dr 
Mossadegh has penetrated the minds 
and measured accurately the will power 
of ‘the men he had to deal with in 
Whitehall, He knew that with all 
‘thelr cruisers, frigates, destroyers, 
tank Innding craft, troops: and. 
paratroops sent at'such great expense, 
and for-all their bold, confident state- 
ments, they were only bluffing.” The 
decision to withdraw from Abadan is 
not the only disconcerting development

He has 
achieved his ° objectives—outright 
seizure of,the oil industry without — 
compensation, and removal of all 
British workers from Persia. It is 
inconceivable that Dr Mossadegh is 
going to New York to agree to 
compromise solutions of a dispute 
which, from his point of view, has - 
already been: settled. The .Persfan 
Premier, on the contrary, can be 
expected to make use of the Security 
Council forum to justify the actions 
which he and his Cabinet have taken, 
and to attempt to secure an outright 
negative vote to the British resolution. 
Dr Mossadegh’s strongest argument 
probably will be that possession is nine 
points of the law. Nevertheless, he still 
must count the cost of his victory. His 
oil industry remains idle and is likely 
to for some time. to come, The importa-

FITTING | 
MEMORIAL 
TO GANDHI 
INITIATED 


London, Oct, 2. 

The mext step towards 
providing London with a fit- 
ting memorial to “Mahatma 
Gandhi — the nucleus of a 
university. of peace — waa 
taken today by the Indian 
High Commissioner, Mr V. 
K. Krishna Menon. 


The only place which at pre- 
sent keeps Gandhi’s memory 
are two small rooms of the India 
League’s premises above a 
cluster of old-fashfoned shops in 
dae Strand near Charing Cross 
station. 


Speaking at a birthday anni- 
versary ceremony held there 
today, Mr Krishna Menon sala 
that the tlme had come when 
premises where people interest- 
ed.in Gandhi could mect should 
be larger and more worthy of 
his life and work, 


Without consulting anybody 
end anticipating. the consent of. 
the India League, he was taking 
upon himself the responsibility 
of inaugurating the next step, 


With the help of prominent 
pesple in Indin and Britain, he 
had no doubt that in o year or 
two they should have a place 
not bound by the narrow con- 
fines of the Indin League. 
Gradually the nucleus of a uni- 
versity of peace would arise, 


His statement was followed 
immediately. by announcements 
of domitions by people present 
ot the ecremony.—Reuter.
